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TRADE FAIRS IN CANADA AS A MEANS OF SELLING 
UNITED KINGDOM GOODS 


RITISH industrialists and exporters are now well aware of 

the importance of Canada as a market for United Kingdom 

goods, ‘Trade relations between Canada and the United 
Kingdom have always been very close and, in spite of the problems 
which Britain has had to face since the end of the Second World 
War, her trade with Canada has steadily developed. In 1938, 
British exports to Canada were {22-5 million ; in 1947, they were 
£43-4 million. The 1951 total rose to {137-2 million. In 1952, 
there was a slight decline to £129-7 million, but in 1953 there was a 
further rise to £156-8 million. 

What are Britain’s best export prospects to Canada? The 
short answer is—in the engineering field ; but the market for all 
kinds of goods is growing rapidly and United Kingdom suppliers 
of many products, from heavy capital plant to speciality textiles 
should secure valuable trade if they can meet the needs of this 
highly competitive market. The United Kingdom motor-car 
industry has already achieved outstanding success, largely as a 
result of the efficient sales organization which it has built up in 
Canada, but so far as many consumer goods are concerned, the 
position is not so happy. United Kingdom manufacturers of 
consumer goods should, therefore, ensure that their representatives 
in Canada make the fullest use of any opportunity for bringing their 
products to the notice of the Canadian public. In this connection, 
the value of fairs and exhibitions should not be underrated. 

This article, which has been prepared with the co-operation and 


advice of the United Kingdom Trade Commissioners in Canada, 
cannot cover all the many trade shows held throughout the country ; 
a selection has therefore been made of a few of those considered to 
be of most interest to United Kingdom firms. By far the most 
important is the Canadian International Trade Fair which is held 
regularly each spring in Toronto, Next in importance is the 
Canadian National Exhibition held each autumn in that city. 
Details are given below of these two events and also of the Canadian 
National Packaging Exposition in Toronto, and of the Tool and 
Equipment Show in Montreal. The dates given against each Fair 
are for 1954. 


Canadian International Trade Fair May 31—June 11 


The rapid development of Canada’s International Trade Fair 
can be readily assessed from a few statistics for the past three 
years. The figures overleaf refer to exhibitors, not participating 
firms ; in many cases one exhibitor will represent several firms and 
will show the products of each. In 1950 and 1951 space occupied 
by United Kingdom exhibits far exceeded that for Canadian goods. 
In 1952 and 1953 the positions were reversed. The decrease in 
the amount of space occupied by United Kingdom exhibits in 
1952 was almost totally accounted for by the fact that in that year 
the machine tool industry decided not to participate to the extent 
that they had in 1951. However, much of the decrease in United 
Kingdom participation is illusory and comes about because many 
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United Kingdom manufacturers who showed in 1950 and 1951 
now have Canadian agents and exhibit through them.

Fifty-six countries have been represented with exhibits at Canada’s 
Fair at one time or another, although the number showing in any one 
year ranges from 25 to 35. 

The majority of the business visitors are Canadian, but the rest of 
the trading world has always been widely represented. Many 
exhibitors are interested in the United States market as well as the 
Canadian, and for the past two years the Trade Fair administration 
has increased its activities in the United States to attract American 
buyers to Toronto’s Exhibition Park where the Fair is staged. ‘That 
this has been successful will be seen from the attendance figures for 
1953. In that year a total of more than 28,000 business visitors 
registered at the Fair. Of these, 25,400 were Canadians and 2,180 
Americans. The rest came from 58 countries. Business attendance 
in 1952 totalled 24,500, with close to 23,000 from Canada, 1,040 from 
the United States and the remainder from 61 countries. In 1951 
there were 35,245 business visitors, 33,666 of whom came from 
Canada and 986 from the United States. Fifty-three countries were 
represented. During these years business visitors from the United 
Kingdom ranged from 139 to 216. 


Public attendance for the past three years, beginning with 1951, 
has been: 38,952, 36,481 and 29,791. (The drop in attendance in 
1953 has been ascribed to the Coronation which attracted a good 
many Canadians, as well as to early closing on the Saturday night.) 


Manning the Stand 


Many exhibitors are faced with the problem of deciding whether 
to exhibit alone, or through a Canadian agent, or whether to make a 
joint effort of principal and agent. It has been found by experience 
that many United Kingdom manufacturers who have not yet appointed 
agents or who are quite new to the Canadian market, have, through the 
medium of the C.I.T.F., been successful in finding suitable agents 
and in obtaining a useful assessment of the possibilities of their 
product finding acceptance in Canada. The manufacturer looking 
for a new agent must not only have as attractive an exhibit as possible, 
but should also have his best qualified technical personnel in 
attendance on his stand to be able to discuss his products. These 
representatives should be in a position to act on behalf of the company. 


Once a manufacturer has appointed an agent it is still advantageous 
in most cases to have both the manufacturer and the agent on the 
stand to be able to discuss in detail all aspects of the product as well 
as business with Canadian buyers. There have been many instances 
of United Kingdom firms with agents in Canada, having their own 
personnel at their agency’s display in order to co-ordinate their 
efforts. In some instances the principal may wish to have the 
opportunity of assessing the capabilities and contacts of his agent, as 
well as the changes and the trend of business in Canada from one year 
to another, 


A manufacturer from the United Kingdom will find that the Fair 
provides a quick and effective means of obtaining a clear picture of 
his business possibilities in Canada. To assess the situation in 
Canada would require a considerable amount of time and great 
expense travelling from coast to coast to see prospective accounts. 
At the Fair for two weeks an exhibitor has an opportunity of seeing

many of these buyers, and also other people who can help him in 
forming his opinion or in obtaining required information. 

The physical character of the Fair varies from year to year, although 
the machine tool section is always important. ‘Two years ago, for 
instance, an experiment was tried, proved successful, and has been 
continued. ‘This was the ‘‘ Road Show,” an exhibit of construction 
equipment, road building machinery and related products. Such a 
show was an innovation in Canada in 1952, but interest was so strong 
and results so good that it expanded to more than twice its original 
size last year, and shows promise of being even larger this year. 

Now the Fair is trying another experiment—and from preliminary 
indications it, too, will be successful. For two years Canada’s 
National Air Show has held a one-day event to display the latest in 
Canadian aviation achievements. This year the Air show will be 
incorporated in the Fair. It will be expanded to include static 
exhibits ranging from scientific apparatus to complete aircraft. 
These exhibits will be contained in both the indoor and outside 
exhibit areas. The Trade Fair proper will close Friday, June 11, but 
on the following day the aircraft section will remain open, while the 
latest in Canadian aircraft will be put through their paces in an aerial 
display.

Canadian National Exhibition—August 27-September 12. 


In 1953 the Canadian National Exhibition celebrated its 75th 
birthday with a show that had grown from modest beginnings as an 
agricultural fair, to the world’s largest annual exhibition. 

Along with its claim to the title of ‘‘ The World’s Largest and Most 
Famous of Annual Exhibitions,” the Canadian National Exhibition 
might also merit top award for its variety of attractions and amuse- 
ments. True, many visit it for edification, education and in search 
of new things to buy. But the purveyors of things cultural and 
practical face stiff opposition from a very strong emphasis on “‘ All the

fun of the Fair” which presents the lighter side of the Exhibition. 

The more serious side is housed in the large collection of permanent 
buildings whose names give a clear indication of what goods are 
displayed for the edification of over two and a half million visitors. 
For example, the Business Equipment Building, the Electrical Building 
the Automotive Building, the Food Products Building and, of great 
importance to United Kingdom manufacturers and agents, the British 
Government Building, which annually houses a display of British 
chinaware, kitchen gadgets, soaps, perfumes, biscuits, confectionery, 
jams, toys, leather goods, woollen goods, fancy goods and so on. 

In the British Government Building, where many of the same 
exhibitors are to be seen year after year, selling is permitted. Space 
in most buildings is usually at a premium and even where selling is 
not permitted, exhibitors count the value of showing or demonstrating 
their goods to millions of people as more than well worthwhile. 

British manufacturers of consumer goods who wish to launch a 
product on the Canadian market through sales to the public would do 
well to consider the C.N.E. as a means of so doing. Applications for 
space should be made to the United Kingdom Agent of the Exhibition, 
Mr. G. H. Ward, British Columbia House, 3 Lower Regent Street, 
London, S.W.1.

Canadian National Packaging Exposition—November 9-11. 


The widespread development of self-service stores in Canada has 
been responsible for the fact that in many instances the package is as 
important as the contents. ‘To-day there is hardly a commodity in 
common usage in Canada which is not subject to some form of 
packaging. As aresult of these trends users of packaging machinery in 
Canada have already largely passed from manual operation, which is 
costly, to semi-automatic and fully automatic processing. 


It was against this background that the first Canadian National 
Packaging Exposition was staged by the Packaging Association of 
Canada at the Coliseum in the Canadian National Exhibition grounds, 
Toronto, for three days on October 21, 22, and 23, 1952. An even 
more successful Exposition was again held in November 1953. 


This Exposition is a trade show and the public are not admitted. 
In its first year there were 107 exhibitors who occupied 25,000 sq. ft. 
of stand space. Nearly 10,000 trade buyers (including some 250 
from the United States) registered, and total attendance was in excess 
of 15,000. It is believed to be the only packaging exhibition on the 
North American Continent open to foreign exhibitors. 


At the second Exposition held on November 3, 4, and 5, 1953, 
space occupied had grown to 41,000 sq. ft. Exhibitors numbered 161 
(agents frequently showing the products of more than one manu- 
facturer), and included manufacturers from the United Kingdom, 
the United States, Germany and Sweden. Fourteen thousand one 
hundred buyers attended of whom about 1,000 were from the United 
States. The latter were taking advantage of their first opportunity 
to see European-made machines displayed on the North American 
Continent. Ninety per cent. of the exhibitors in 1952 participated in 
1953 and these repeat entries accounted for 75 per cent. of the stand 
space—witness to the exhibitors’ satisfaction with the Exposition. 


United Kingdom manufacturers of packaging machinery who are 
now in a position to offer reasonably competitive deliveries of machines 
suitable for this highly competitive market, will find the Canadian 
Packaging Exposition a good venue at which to demonstrate their 
machines.

Montreal Tool and Equipment Show—November 8-12. 


The Montreal Tool and Equipment Show, which includes a section 
devoted to materials handling equipment, will again be held this year 
at the Palais du Commerce Exhibition Hall, Berri Street, Montreal, 
from November 8 to 12 inclusive. This will be the third consecutive 
Montreal Tool and Equipment Show to be held in this splendid 
exhibition hall which was completed in 1952 and provides 75,000 
square feet of exhibition space under one roof. 


This exhibition is unique in so far as it is sponsored by the Montreal 
Foremen’s Clubs mainly with a view to the improvement of trade and 
industrial practices and to provide an opportunity for the men who 
use the machines to inspect the latest developments in engineering 
machinery. But it is by no means purely educational in its purpose 
and very substantial sales have been made which account for the 
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strong support which the show receives from the manufacturers and 
agents of engineering machinery and equipment. 

This Show does not compete in any way with such exhibitions as 
the Canadian International Trade Fair held in Toronto, but it is 
complementary to this national exhibition providing, as it does, an 
opportunity for technicians and others in the Province of Quebec, 
and especially in Montreal—which is 350 miles from Toronto—to 
keep in touch with the latest developments in engineering machinery 
and equipment. 

In 1953, the Exhibition showed a 30 per cent. increase in stand 
space and the organizers expect a further increase in 1954. Attendance, 
which is by invitation and which excludes the general public, has also 
increased substantially and last year more than 20,000 people attended. 
The attendance included principals of companies, purchasing agents, 
and the foremen and men who use the tools and equipment. The 
exhibition comprises engineers’ tools and gauges, hand tools and 
accessories, portable power operated hand tools, machine tools, diesel 
and gasoline engines, ball and roller bearings, industrial castors, 
materials handling equipment, safety equipment and miscellaneous 
industrial supplies. ‘The fact that the majority of the well established 
machine tool distributors and users have participated in this show is an 
indication of its importance and the results which are achieved. 

No closing date has yet been fixed for the booking of space for the 
1954 exhibition but United Kingdom firms wishing to participate 
should not delay making application. Space can be booked direct

Official United Kingdom Stands 


The Commercial Relations and Exports Department of the Board of 
Trade will instal official stands at the Canadian International Trade 
Fair and at the Canadian National Exhibition at Toronto. United 
Kingdom exhibitors in the commercial sections at these shows are 
invited to make contact with the staff of the official stands, who will 
be glad to offer them all possible assistance. 

The Board of Trade, in association with the Council of Industrial 
Design, is again organizing a display of well-designed consumer goods 
that will be shown at the Canadian National Exhibition. 

The main categories to be shown are furniture ; china and glass ; 
cutlery and silverware ; hardware ; furnishing textiles ; floor 
coverings ; leather goods ; women’s fashions, accessories and textiles; 
dress textiles ; sports goods and toys. Except in the last four 
categories, selection will be made from products already in “‘ Design 
Review,” the Council’s illustrated record of consumer goods of a 
high standard of design in current production. The selection of 
sports goods and toys will be undertaken by the Council in consultation 
with the trade associations concerned. In the case of women’s 
fashions, accessories, and textiles, selection of the goods to be displayed 
will be made by Miss Rosemary Cooper, Editor of the “ British 
Vogue Export Book,”’ on behalf of the Board of Trade and the Council 
of Industrial Design. 

It is, of course, desirable that as many as possible of the goods on 
show should be on sale in Canada at the time of the exhibition, and 
efforts will be made by the Council to introduce these goods to 
Canadian buyers immediately selection is made. 

Manufacturers will be required to lend selected articles free of 
charge, and to pay the cost of shipping, etc., each way, with a 
proportionate reduction if the goods are retained overseas at the end 
of the exhibition. There will be no charge for captioning, cataloguing 
nor for display. An information service will be provided on the stand 
on behalf of manufacturers to assist visitors. Inquiries should be 
addressed to Major-General J. M. Benoy, C.B.E., Council of Industrial 
Design, Tilbury House, Petty France, London, S.W.1.

Industry’s Part in Exploration 


to be Shown at B.LF. 


Two epic stories of contemporary British adventure will form the 

background for unique features at the British Industries Fair this 
year. They are the historic conquest of Everest and the long and 
lonely Arctic research of the British North Greenland Expedition, 
both of which were only made possible by the industrial enterprise 
of British manufacturers who supplied the material and equipment 
necessary. It is these to whom tribute will be paid at Earls Court 
and Olympia respectively from May 3 to 14 next. 


Behind both Himalayan and Arctic exploits there is hidden a 
dramatic story of ingenuity and design by British scientists and 
workers. The public spotlight will be turned upon these “‘ backroom 
boys” of discovery for the first time by their special representation 
in Britain’s “‘ shop-window.”’ ‘Topicality is added by the fact that 
the Greenland team does not end its two-year vigil until August 
next. 

In mounting the Everest exhibition at Earls Court the B.I.F. have 
had the unqualified support of the Royal Geographical Society. The 
British North Greenland Expedition Committee has given its blessing 
and co-operation to the Olympia feature. 

At both Everest Court and North Greenland Court the exhibits 
of over 30 firms, ranging from scientific, radio, and medical supplies 
to provisions end cooking utensils, will surround a central area 
containing realistic models of the terrain over which the explorers 
have worked and many articles of equipment depicted as though in 
use. Atmosphere will be lent to the reproductions by appropriate 
scenic backcloths.

Purchases by United States Tourists 


(The following notice has been prepared by the Treasury Attache 
of the United States Embassy in London.) 


AS most retailers who cater for overseas visitors know, the United 
States grants very liberal allowances, free of duty, to its residents 
who return from abroad. They are : 
Up to $200 in value (about £71) in the case of a tourist who has 
not been granted such allowance during the preceding 30 days. 
In addition, up to $300 in value (about £107) if the tourist has 
been abroad not less than 12 days and has not received such allow- 
ance during the preceding six months. 

The articles included in the allowances must be for the personal use 
of the tourist or his family, or intended as gifts to his friends. They 
may not include more than one gallon of alcoholic beverages and 
100 cigars per person. 

The tourist may take the articles with him, or send them ahead, 
or have them follow him. To expedite United States customs 
clearance of articles which are sent ahead or which follow, the United 
States Customs Service has prepared a stick-on label reading : 

ATTENTION 
U.S. Customs 
Tourist PurcHASE ENCLOSED 

It is intended that this label be placed on the parcels so as to catch 
the eye of the United States Customs Officer. All persons leaving 
the United States will be given small quantities of the label; in 
addition, quantities have been given to the British Travel and Holidays 
Association, and to other organizations for distribution to their 
members. 

Small quantities are still available from the Treasury Attache, 
United States Embassy, 1 Grosvenor Square, London, W.1. He 
suggests, however, that some of the larger shops and department 
stores may prefer to print their own labels. Such privately printed 
labels should bear the above wording, printed in blue on white paper, 
with a red border. The official label is 24 in. wide and 1} in. iong, 
but there is no objection to increasing the length to permit the 
inclusion of the retailer’s name and address. 

It should be borne in mind that this label does not eliminate the 
need of the usual Customs declaration on the packages, or compliance 
with any appropriate export licensing control regulations. 

This label may be placed on unaccompanied packages of goods 
purchased under the Personal Export Scheme. 


Removal of Charges on Butter and Cheese 
for Ships’ Stores 


THE CHARGES levied on ships’ stores dealers to enable the 
subsidies to be recovered on butter and cheese supplied to foreign- 
going vessels for consumption outside United Kingdom ports ended 
on February 21. From that date the subsidies on butter and cheese 


are removed when retail prices are increased by 4d. a lb. and 
2d. a lb. respectively. 

The necessary amendment has been made to the Ships’ Stores 
(Charges) Order, 1952. 

The only commodities on which charges to suppliers to foreign- 
going ships remain are carcase meat and bacon. 





Yarn Production in the Cotton Industry 


PRODUCTION of cotton, cotton waste, spun rayon and mixture 
yarns for week ended February 6 was 19-80 million lbs. compared 
with 19-93 million Ibs. for the previous week and 17-68 million lbs. 
for the corresponding week of 1953. 


Import Duties Exemption Order 


THE TREASURY have made the Import Duties (Exemptions) 
(No. 2) Order, 1954, which exempts from duty under the Import 
Duties Act, 1932, inset mails of a kind used in the manufacture of 
wire healds for textile looms. 

The Order came into operation on February 26, 1954, and has 
been published as Statutory Instruments 1954, No. 178. 
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Rayon Production in January 


HE HIGH LEVEL of total production of continuous filament 

yarn and staple fibre attained in the last few months of 1953 
appears to have been maintained in January. Although it was 3 
per cent. below the exceptional level of October 1953, it was higher 
than in any other month. Staple fibre production was particularly 
high, being less than 2 per cent. below October, but production of 
continuous filament yarn was 5 per cent. lower than in October, and, 
indeed, rather lower than the average for the last half of 1953, if 
August, the figures for which were affected by the annual plant over- 
hauls and holidays, is excepted. 

Compared with January, 1953, production of continuous filament 
yarn was 8 per cent., and of staple fibre 9 per cent., higher.

Insurance of Ex 


THE Exports Credits Guarantee Department (the Government 

Department providing insurance against the major risks of export 
trading) announce relaxations in restrictions which have been in force 
for some years on their customary insurance cover for exports to 
Poland, Hungary, Bulgaria, Roumania, Czechoslovakia, and the 
Eastern Zone of Germany. 

In future the Department will be prepared to insure exports to 
these territories on terms up to 90 days credit, subject to such 
stipulations as the Department may make for the provision of an 
unconditional guarantee, by the appropriate Central Bank, for payment 
in sterling at due date.

Imports of Coarse Grains 


Asked what was the quantity of coarse grains imported into this 
country in the last six months of 1952 and 1953 respectively, the 
Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. D. Heathcoat Amory, replied 
955,000 tons in the second half of 1952 and 1,749,000 tons in the 
corresponding period of 1953. 


THURSDAY FEBRUARY 18 
Imports of Live Animals 


The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
stated that since 1946 most kinds of live animals originating in and 
consigned from Commonwealth countries had been admissible under 
the Open General Licence. Since August 1950 most live animals 
originating in and consigned from a number of foreign countries 
had also been covered by the Open General Licence. In addition, 
live zoological specimens had been admissible without payment 
under Open Individual Licences held by certain Zoos for various 
periods. Finally, 166 specific licences for the import of live animals 
were issued in 1950, 231 in 1951, 348 in 1952 and 220 in 1953. 
Comparable figures for 1948 and 1949 did not now exist. 


Imports of Apples 

Our balance of payments difficulties would make it necessary to 
maintain quantitative restrictions on the import of apples during the 
present year, the President said. So far as the future was concerned, 


an application for the imposition of a protective duty on foreign apples 
was under examination. 


MONDAY FEBRUARY 22 
Export of Locomotives to U.S.S.R. 


Exports to the U.S.S.R. of all locomotives were subject to licensing 
control, the President stated. Applications for export licences would 
be considered on their merits. Orders were notified to the Con- 
sultative Group on East-West trade. ‘This was in accordance with 
the policy agreed by all members of the Group. 


Cost of Ministry of Materials 


Mr. Heathcoat Amory stated that the cost of administration of the 
Ministry of Materials for the year 1951-52 was at the rate of £1,224,000. 
The Estimate for the current financial year was £838,000. The 
numbers of staff were 1,866 on October 1, 1951, and 932 on February 
1, 1954. The Ministry still had much work to do including, among 
other matters, the disposal of the large stocks of raw materials in its 
possession at the end of State trading. 


Private Trading in Commodities 


Apart from raw jute and imported jute goods, private trading had 
yet to be restored only in tungsten ore, Mr. Amory stated. Since 
October, 1951, private trading had been restored in timber, fertilisers, 
lead, zinc, aluminium, copper, true hemp, magnesium, pyrites and 
sulphur. 


Stockpile of Raw Cotton 


Asked, as representing the Minister of Materials, if he would make 
a statement as to the Government’s intentions about the creation of 
a strategic stockpile in raw cotton, Mr. Heathcoat Amory replied that 
the questioner would appreciate that it was not the practice to announce 
the Government’s intentions regarding particular stockpiles. 


Imports of Newsprint 


Dollars had been made available for the import of newsprint from 
Canada in increasing quantities each year since 1951 Mr. Heathcoat 
Amory said. For the current year the importation of 200,000 tons 
of Canadian newsprint had been authorised at an approximate cost 
of £11 million. 

Representatives of the newspapers had now indicated to the 
Minister of Materials that insufficient supplies were available this 
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(Juestions Asked and Answered in Parliament

year to permit, in their view, the removal of statutory control over 
distribution, but that this might be possible next year if an additional 
100,000 tons were imported in 1955. Whether increased imports 
could be permitted was a matter which must be considered at the 
proper time in the light of the balance of payments position. 


Scottish Timber 


Asked what proportion of his purchases of timber during the year 
ended March 31, 1953, totalling £39,000,000 were made in Scotland 
after the severe gale damage, Mr. Heathcoat Amory replied ‘“‘ None, 
Sir.”” Private buying of softwood and hardwood had been fully 
restored, and the placing of new Government contracts had ceased, 
before the year in question. 


Imports of Birch Timber 


Mr. Heathcoat Amory stated that of the total import of sawn birch 
in 1953, about one-quarter by quantity and one-third by value was 
from Canada, for essential purposes for which home-grown and non- 
dollar birch were not suitable. The remainder was imported from 
non-dollar sources under a licensing system designed to give the 
importer and consumer the greatest possible choice of hardwood 
species within the limits of the United Kingdom’s balance of pay- 
ments position. From November, 1953, there had been no restriction 
on the quantity of non-dollar hardwood that might be imported. 

Subject to balance of payments considerations, it was the policy of 
Her Majesty’s Government to give the consumer freedom of choice 
between imported and home-grown birch. 


Publication of Iron and Steel Statistics 


The Minister of Supply was asked whether the Iron and Steel 
Board had yet reached agreement with the Federation as to which 
body should be responsible for keeping the industry’s statistics. 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of Supply, 
Mr. A. R. W. Low, replied that the Iron and Steel Act, 1953, left it 
to the Iron and Steel Board to decide how to arrange the compilation 
and publication of statistics ; and the Minister had therefore no 
responsibility in this matter. He understood, however, that the 
Board had, in this connection, reached agreement with the various 
trade associations concerned, including the British Iron and Steel 
Federation. 


Exhibition of Institution of Production Engineers 


Asked whether his department would participate in the production 
exhibition which was being sponsored by the Institution of Production 
Engineers at Olympia in July, Mr. Low replied that the matter was 
at present under consideration. 


TUESDAY FEBRUARY 23 
Furniture Development Council 


The President was asked whether he was aware that the Furniture 
Development Council was formed by his department in 1949 to 
implement the proposals made in the working party report by the 
development and consumer protection provisions of the Industrial 
Organization and Development Act, 1947, including the establish- 
ment of an independent testing authority for devising standard 
performance tests and for testing manufacturers’ products to ensure 
that they conformed ; that excellent work had been done in this 
connection but that the industry itself had not given the support 
and encouragement expected to the Furniture Development Council ; 
and if, therefore, he would make a statement upon its future position 
and work. 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Henry 
Strauss, replied that the purposes for which the Furniture Develop- 
ment Council was established were laid down in the Second Scheduk 
of the Furniture Industry Development Council Order, 5.1. 2774 
of 1948. He agreed that the Council had done much useful work 
and had contributed greatly to the working out of the British Standards 
Institution’s performance standards. A considerable and increasing 
number of firms were using its services although he understood that 
there was criticism in some quarters. ‘The Council published ai, 
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Annual Report of its activities and no occasion had arisen for the 
President of the Board of Trade to make a fresh statement. 


Trade with U.S.S.R. 


Mr. Heathcoat Amory said that he and the President had now met 
a number of the businessmen who had recently visited Moscow. 
He understood that they had signed contracts worth about £16 
million and were pursuing other important inquiries. 

Of the contracts signed, approval had already been given for the 
export of trawlers valued at approximately £6 million. 

Some of the other contracts included items which would appear 
to be on the strategic control lists and needed further consideration ; 
but on the basis of information already available he would judge that 
at least half of these contracts would be permissible. 


Trade with Argentina 

The President was asked if he was aware that, though licences 
had been issued by the Argentine Government for the importation 
of £3,000,000 consumer goods from the United Kingdom, these 
licences were valueless unless they were supported by letters of 
credit ; how many letters of credit had been granted ; and how 
many firm orders had been received under the 1953 Anglo- 
American trade agreement. 

Mr. Heathcoat Amory replied that the Argentine decree of June 
1952 under which goods could not be cleared through the Customs 
unless they were covered by a letter of credit was cancelled in 
September 1953 with effect from September 1, 1952. This require- 
ment was exceptional and licences issued against the £3 million list 
agreed in April 1953 would have guaranteed the provision of the 
necessary foreign exchange. 


Trade Negotiations with Poland 


Trade negotiations with Poland would begin on March 4 it was 
stated. 


British Bids for Electrical Contracts in the United States 


Asked the value of contracts placed with British manufacturers 
in the last year for the supply of equipment to electrical schemes in 
the United States of America ; and the value of the tenders which 
were rejected although the lowest submitted, Mr. Heathcoat Amory 
replied that according to his information, which might be incomplete, 
British firms secured contracts during 1953 worth about $6,900,000 for 
the supply of equipment to electrical schemes in the United States. 

He was aware of two cases where fully compliant British bids, 
although the lowest, were rejected. One of these was the tender of 
approximately $4.4 million for four generators for the Chief Joseph 
Dam where all bids were rejected in the circumstances described in 
the President of the Board of Trade’s speech on April 20, 1953, 
in the course of the Debate on the Budget proposals. In the other 
case a low British bid of approximately $375,000 to supply a trans- 
former to the City of Los Angeles was rejected on the grounds that 
evaluation of competing bids showed that no price advantage would 
be gained by acceptance of the British bid. 


Trade with Brazil 


Asked what proposals Her Majesty’s Government had for re- 
opening discussions with the Brazilian Government with a view to 
facilitating the recovery of British-Brazilian trade and the progressive 
clearance of existing arrears of payments, Mr. Heathcoat Amory 
replied that he was not clear what sort of proposals the questioner had 
in mind. The arrears of commercial debts which had been a major 
impediment to Anglo-Brazilian trade, would be progressively cleared 
under the debt agreement of October last. Confidence should now 
revive and there had already been some improvement in current 
trade. 


United Kingdom and Indian Import Duties on Cloth 


No duty was chargeable on cotton-piece goods imported from 
India, subject to the usual conditions relating to proof of origin 
and consignment, Mr. Heathcoat Amory said. Rayon cloth imported 
from India, subject to the same conditions, was liable to preferential 
duty at five-sixths of the full rate applied to foreign goods, which 
varied according to the composition and width of the cloth. The 
import duties at present charged in India on United Kingdom cotton 
and rayon textiles ranged from 60 to 80 per cent. ad valorem. 


Claims on German Debts 


Asked whether he was now in a position to make a statement 
about the paying out of claims on German debts, Mr. Heathcoat 
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Amory replied ‘‘ Not yet, Sir.’ 
Savoy Hotel 


The President was asked whether he had yet decided to appoint 
an inspector under Section 165 (b) of the Companies Act, 1948, to 
investigate the transaction of the transfer last December of the 
freehold of the Berkeley Hotel to a new company, the Worcester 
Building Co. (London) Ltd. ; whether he had now considered and 
would publish the observations from the Savoy Hotel directors on 
this transaction ; and whether he would make a statement. 

Mr. Strauss replied that the Secretary of The Savoy Hotel Limited 
had informed the President that the observations of the directors 
were being prepared and that he might expect to receive them in 
the course of a week or so. 


Anglo-Japanese Trade 


Mr. Heathcoat Amory said that in the recent agreement the 
Japanese undertook to maintain their imports from the United 
Kingdom at not less than the 1953 level, and the United Kingdom 
secured specific quotas for wool yarns and manufactures, motor 
cycles, whisky and confectionery, for which the Japanese had made 
no provision in their current import programme. The Japanese 
tariff on most classes of wool cloth was 20 per cent., on motor cycles 
30 per cent., on whisky 50 per cent. and on confectionery 35 per 
cent. ad valorem. 

Imports from Japan into the United Kingdom in the second half 
of 1953 decreased by £3-5 million below the first half ; but within 
the total there were increases in some groups of which the main ones 
were grain and flour, wood and timber, raw silk, seeds and nuts for 
oil, and manufactures of wood and timber. ‘These were mainly raw 
materials and semi-manufactures and did not compete with United 
Kingdom products to any extent. 


Kite Mark for Furniture 


A questioner asked the President whether he was aware that the 
British Furniture Trade Confederation had issued a leaflet, ‘‘ Setting 
a Standard,” and that in it a detailed analysis was made as to why 
every manufacturer should support the British Standards Institution 
Kite Mark Scheme for furniture ; that the National Union of 
Furniture Trade Operatives welcomed the pamphlet, but that some 
employers were refusing to use the Kite Mark ; and, as such an 
attitude was in direct contradiction to the pledges given by the 
Government on behalf of the industry to Members of the House of 
Commons on January 21, 1953, if he would make a statement. 

Mr. Strauss replied that the President welcomed the support given 
to the scheme by the trade interests who had co-operated in the 
publication of this leaflet. 

Many manufacturers had applied for licences to use the Kite Mark 
but the adoption of the scheme was voluntary, Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment had never given a pledge that all manufacturers would apply 
the Kite Mark, but they hoped that the value of the Mark would 
become more widely known and appreciated. 


Registration of Companies 


Asked how many companies incorporated in Dublin and transacting 
business in Great Britain as property owners were registered with the 
Registrar of Companies, Mr. Henry Strauss replied that six companies 
incorporated in Dublin, which had property-owning as their main 
object, were registered with the Registrar of Companies under Part X 
of the Companies Act, 1948. He would point out that an overseas 
company was obliged to register under Part X only if it had established 
a place of business in this country. 


Distribution Arrangements for Cigarettes 

The President was asked whether he was aware of the difficulties 
of some retailers of sweets and tobacco in obtaining a sufficient 
allocation of cigarettes for their customers ; and whether he would 
consider referring to the Monopolies Commission the present arrange- 
ments for the wholesale and retail distribution of cigarettes in this 
country. 

Mr. Strauss replied that there was no general shortage of cigarettes, 
but he was aware that some distributors might not be able to get as 
many cigarettes of certain brands as they would like. He did not 
think that there were any grounds for referring this matter to the 
Monopolies Commission. 


Industrial Projects in Birkenhead 
Asked how many new industrial projects, giving separately new 
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factories and extensions exceeding 5,000 square feet, had been 
commenced in the Birkenhead County Borough area since 1951, 
Mr. Strauss replied that according to the records of the Board of 
Trade, which related solely to new factories and extensions of over 
5,000 square feet, two factories and three extensions, totalling 98,000 
square feet and 35,000 square feet respectively, had been started in 
this area since January 1, 1952. 


Imports of Rayon Staple Fibre 


The President was asked if he was aware that owing to a shortage 
of rayon staple fibre, manufacturers were having to import supplies 
from Italy ; that there was at present an import duty of ninepence 
a pound upon it ; that this added appreciably to the price of cloth 
exported ; and whether, in view of the need to encourage exports, 
he would take immediate steps to allow manufacturers a drawback 
of the duty paid on such cloth exported. 

Mr. Heathcoat Amory replied that imports of rayon staple fibre 
were very small and practically the whole of the demand was met by 
domestic production, which was expected to increase further. The 
duty payable on such imports was thus unlikely to have any significant 
effect on export prices. If exporters generally could show that the 
import duty was a serious obstacle to export trade, the President 
would, of course, be prepared to consider the question of drawback. 


Derequisitioning in January 


THE Ministry of Works derequisitioned 16 properties or part- 
properties during January. A total of 124,226 square feet of accom- 
modation was released from Government occupation and handed 
back to owners or previous occupiers. 

The majority of space given up was in the London area and 
included a 73,900 sq. ft. factory in Edmonton, three houses totalling 
about 11,000 sq. ft., two garages with rooms over (4,770 sq. ft.) and 
offices (over 6,000 sq. ft.). 

Of the 22,149 sq. ft. of office space released elsewhere about 9,000 
sq. ft. were in Newport Road, Cardiff, and another 9,000 sq. ft. in 
Mount Stewart Square, Cardiff. ‘Three other offices totalling 3,800 
sq. ft. were also given up in Manchester, Liverpool and Mansfield. 


Proposed Mission to Study Low Grade Ores 
in United States 


A MISSION to the United States to study basic research and 
development in exploiting low grade ores is at present being arranged. 
The mission will be under the auspices of the European Productivity 
Agency of the O.E.E.C. Findings of the mission should stimulate 
research already being done in Europe and complement those of 
the mission to European countries in 1953 on the same subject. 

In the report of T.A. Mission No. 54 which went to the United 
States in 1951 to study techniques of non-ferrous ore dressing, the 
United States Bureau of Mines was cited, as one of the main factors 
in technical progress. The aim of the proposed new mission would 
be to gather information about basic research carried out by the 
Bureau and its laboratories and about development work on the 
results. 


It is proposed that the United Kingdom should send a small 
delegation. Not more than two members of it would represent firms 
with mining interests at home or abroad. ‘The mission will probably 
start in the first weck of September and be away from 5 to 7 weeks, 
including travel by sea. ‘The cost to delegates will be about £300 
each and the number of representatives from the United Kingdom 
will be limited.

N OFFICIAL handbook, presenting basic facts about Britain, 

her people, institutions, administration and economy, is now on 

eral sale for the first time in the United Kingdom and overseas. 

titled “‘ Britain: An Official Handbook” the volume has, since 
its first appearance in 1946, formed part of the British Information 
Services overseas. 

The handbook provides authoritative factual and statistical informa- 
tion ranging from the climate of Britain to how the state co-operates 
with voluntary effort in the sphere of social welfare. Among the 
many subjects covered are the Monarchy ; Parliament ; the Privy 
Council ; Ministerial responsibility ; Local Government ; industry ; 
external and domestic trade ; education ; broadcasting and the 
press ; the churches ; defence ; law and order ; and the part played 
by the Government in the promotion of science and the arts.

Pre-cast Reinforced Concrete Hay Barns with Pitched Roofs 

B.S. 2072: 1954 specifies requirements for pre-cast reinforced 
concrete hay barns with pitched roofs and is comparable with B.S. 1754 
which was published in 1951 and covered steel hay barns with curved 
roofs. 

The standard provides for barns having truss centres of 15 ft. ; 
spans of 24 ft., 27 ft. and 30 ft., and two heights of 15 ft. and 18 ft. 
The basis for the design of the structural framing is given, together 
with requirements for the materials and workmanship. Price 2s. 6d. 


Dial Gauges for Linear Measurements 

Dial gauges are among the most widely used of engineers’ precision 
tools and many developments in design have taken place since 
B.S. 907 was first published in 1940. The present revision, B.S. 907 : 
1954, takes account of this in specifying standards of performance 
and incorporates a number of modifications which experience of 
working to the previous standard has shown to be desirable. It also 
makes provision for the back plunger type of dial gauge now in very 
general use. 

In English measure, two types of dial graduations are provided 
for: those divided into units of 0-001 in. (sometimes sub-divided 
into half units of 0-0005in.) and known as one-thousandth inch 
gauges, and those divided into units of 0-0001 in. and known as 
one-ten-thousandth inch gauges. In metric measure, the standard 
is confined to dials graduated in units of 0-01 mm. 

Recommended dimensions, methods of testing and notes on the 
care and use of dial gauges are given in appendices. Price 3s. each. 


Portable Closets for use with Chemicals 


B.S. 2081: 1954 has been prepared to provide a criterion for 
assessing the adequacy of the construction and basic design of portable 
chemical closets. The appliance is of the self contained type either 
with or without a separate sewage container, and whilst provision 
may be made for connecting to external ventilation, this is not to 
be an essential feature for compliance with the requirements given 
in the standard. 

The requirements, so far as possible, have been based on perform- 
ance and the general design is left to the individual manufacturer 
provided that there is compliance with certain overall dimensions 
and requirements for performance of the materials used in the 
construction. 

Provision is made for the appliance to be marked with the B.S. 
number and there is also to be a permanent indication of the type of 
chemical fluid to be used with the particular design of the appliance.

Chains and Wheels for Single Bottle Width Slat Conveyors 


Although B.S. 2075 : 1954 has been prepared under the authority 
of the Dairying Industry Standards Committee, the Food Machinery 
Association and the Mineral Water Engineers’ Association collaborated 
and it is therefore hoped that it will prove of advantage to all industries 
which use this type of conveyor for transporting bottles of about the 
same size as milk bottles. The specification details the materials and 
dimensions of both the chains and the slats, together with tolerances.

Rigid Wooden Crates (Returnable) for Cabbage Lettuces 


B.S. 2078 : 1954 is the second in a series of standards for containers 
for horticultural produce. Inquiries have shown that over 90 per 
cent. of the rigid crates used for lettuces in the United Kingdom are 
of approximately the same dimensions. These have, however, 
differed very slightly and the British Standard lays down precise 
measurements. 

The crate specified in the present standard is designed for carrying 
cabbage lettuces but it will very probably be found suitable for 
other produce such as spinach, radishes, beetroots or carrots. Price 2s. 


Sizes of Sensitized Material for Recording Instruments 


B.S. 1193 : 1954 supersedes B.S. 865 : 1939 as well as B.S. 1193: 
1945. The perforation pitch of the 70 mm. film previously dealt 
with in B.S. 865 has been brought into line with that for the other 
film sizes. 
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Another new feature in this edition is the inclusion of 80 mm. 
film used in mass radiography ; this size is suggested as the preferred 
standard for future recording apparatus requiring a width of film of 
the order of 70-120 mm.

United Kingdom Exporters Can Increase Their Share 
of Panama’s Import Trade 


The following article has been written for the Board of Trade Journal by the First Secretary (Commercial) at 


H.M. Embassy in Panama. 


The Commercial Relations and Exports Department, Board of Trade, Horse Guards 


Avenue, London, S.W.1, will be pleased to answer any questions arising from the article. 


LTHOUGH Panama is a small country (inhabitants of the 

Republic number something in excess of 800,000), its purchasing 

power is very much higher than one would expect if computed on 
a population basis. It is, in fact, a moderately valuable market which 
is well worth cultivating. Moreover it is one in which United 
Kingdom exporters have so far only scratched the surface and there 
would seem to be no reason whatever why Great Britain should not 
capture a greater share of the import trade of the country than the 
4 to 5 per cent. which it currently enjoys. 

This article has been written with the object of explaining the 
attractions of the market to those United Kingdom suppliers who have 
not yet explored its potentialities, and to remind those who are 
already doing business here that there are possibilities of expansion. 

Panama is in the dollar area: its monetary unit, the Balboa, is on 
a par with the United States dollar and, in fact, the United States 
dollar is the only paper currency used in the Republic ; and United 
States coins circulate as freely as Panama’s own coinage. In addition 
there are no foreign exchange restrictions nor is there any other curb 
on the import trade of the country from any direction such as import 
controls, quantitative restrictions, or any preferential system under 
the Customs tariff. 


Reasonable Import Duties 


Import duties are at a reasonable level. It is true that there are 
certain high Customs rates but these have been imposed to protect 
a few local industries and are leviable on commodities which would 
not normally enter into the flow of United Kingdom goods to Panama. 

The important point therefore emerges that in this dollar market 
United Kingdom goods can compete on a free and unrestricted basis 
with those from all other countries. 

The Republic of Panama is, as is well known, basically dependent 
for its income upon its exportable agricultural products. Were this 
wholly the case, or if its potential purchasing power had to be judged 
by the size of the population, it could not be considered a promising 
market. But a great deal of wealth flows into the country from other 
sources. Income is derived, for instance, from the Canal Zone, which 
is operated and administered by the United States Government, not 
only in the form of payments by that government in connection with 
the Panama Canal, or in the form of wages paid to Panamanians 
employed by the Panama Canal Company, the Canal Zone Govern- 
ment, and by the United States armed forces, but from purchases 
made in the Republic by Canal Zone residents, civil and military. 
These residents are constantly changing and they therefore represent 
a far larger group of customers than the published population figures 
of the Zone would indicate. 


Tourist Business 


In addition the Panama Canal, being one of the ‘‘ crossroads of the 
world” brings large numbers of tourists to the Isthmus with their 
demand for luxury goods, novelties and souvenirs, which creates a 
lucrative trade. 

The import trade of Panama has, in recent years, averaged the not 
inconsiderable annual total of $70 millions, the lion’s share of which 
(about two-thirds) is presently contributed by the United States. 
The actual figures for the years 1950 to 1952, with principal supplying 
countries, were :—

Apart from the preponderance of United States imports, a steady 
feature in the country’s foreign trade statistics, the points which the 
above table reveals are that the United Kingdom share of the import 
trade has been only slowly increasing in an expanding market during 
the three-year period (3°8, 4-4 and 4-6 per cent. respectively) while 
German and Japanese competition is becoming very much more 
marked. ‘The latter is a development which is to be expected in view 
of the prominent position these two countries had gained in pre-war 
years as exporters to Panama. Without more detailed figures, it is 
not possible to analyse the position. One contributing factor to the 
success of their export drive is almost certainly their increasing ability 
to produce and deliver goods following their post-war recovery ; 
another is undoubtedly their willingness to cut their profit to a 
minimum. But the figures do seem to demonstrate that aggressive 
salesmanship can discover either untapped outlets for goods or can 
uncover spots where some portion of the market can be captured from 
say, a moderately established supplying country. 


U.K. Imports 

The principal United Kingdom imports into Panama are Scotch 
whisky, chemicals and insecticides, motor cars and tyres, cotton and 
woollen piece goods, sewing thread, pottery and chinaware, radios 
and confectionery. In the case of British cars these seem to have 
made a distinct impression on the Panamanian market and the demand 
for them is increasing. The above goods are the more prominent 
items appearing in United Kingdom—Panama trade but in view of 
the fact that there is little activity in local manufacturing (even though 
Panama like so many other small but growing Republics has the urge, 
understandably, to industrialize) almost anything can be sold in the 
Republic, apart from capital goods. It is believed that this desirable 
market could be further developed by the introduction of goods in a 
semi-manufactured condition for final assembly in Panama, thus 
giving employment to local labour. Government departments, for 
instance, will always show preference for goods, e.g. office equipment 
and furniture, which contain even a small element of Panamanian 
labour. 

As Panama is a Spanish speaking country, though English is 
generally understood in the more active business circles, it is rather 
important that advertising and trade literature should, wherever 
possible, be furnished in these two languages, and should be of the 
quality and high standard which Panamanians, used to American 
promotion technique, have come to expect. Furthermore, business 
is much more likely to result if quotations are made in United States 
dollars, and on the terms c.i.f. Panama. So many local importers are 
unfamiliar with sterling symbols : and they are not generally prepared 
to spend their time in converting prices from an f.o.b. to a c.i.f. basis 
in order to determine whether the goods offered could be placed 
on the market competitively. 

Packaging of certain consumer goods is another important element 
in sales promotion in the Republic. In general British goods are 
accepted as being of high quality ; but quality in this market (and 
probably in others) is often outweighed by “‘ eye-appeal.”’ 


Free Zone Facilities 

United Kingdom firms might also bear in mind the existence at 
Colon (the Atlantic terminal of the Panama Canal) of a Free Zone 
which offers facilities for the importation, free of duty, of e.g. bulk 
goods for eventual re-exportation to neighbouring Republics after 
packaging. 

Conceivably, the Zone might also offer opportunities for bringing 
motor cars into the country in a broken down condition (if this would 
result in a saving of freight) and assembling them there for sub- 
sequent entry into the Republic, or for duty-free entry into the 
Canal Zone where many American residents, possibly from experience 
gained in the United States of the economical operation of certain

types of British cars, have come to appreciate their value. It is true 
that labour might be a problem unless output per man-hour could be 
improved, but the idea seems worth looking into. 

This article is not intended to be detailed in any respect. It merely 
offers general suggestions to United Kingdom manufacturers who are 
desirous of increasing their export trade to a dollar country. It is 
not suggested that interested United Kingdom firms should send out 
special salesmen to explore the possibilities mentioned above, but the 
itineraries of travelling representatives who are due, in any case, to 
visit South American territory might with advantage be arranged so 
that a longer period could be spent in the Republic of Panama. The 
country has, in fact, an excellent airport which is an important stopping 
place for all international airlines covering the Latin American area so 
that these representatives would not, in visiting Panama, be taken off 
their regular beat. 


New Egyptian Company Law 


HE new Company Law which had been under consideration 

for some time was approved by the Egyptian Council of Ministers 
on January 13. This replaces the 1947 Law as amended. 

The new law retains the provision about the proportion of capita 
in joint stock companies to be reserved for Egyptian nationals and 
the percentages of directors, employees and work people to be 
Egyptians. 

Private limited companies and limited liability partnerships 
(introduced into Egypt for the first time) are also covered by the new 
law. These firms must also fulfil the required minimum percentages 
of Egyptian employees and workpeople within three years from 
February 1, 1954, except in the case of private companies already 
established when the percentage only applies to new employees.

AN American charitable organization, the Co-operative for American 
Remittances to Everywhere, Inc. (C.A.R.E.) has for the past 
seven years been working in many parts of the world, including the 
United Kingdom ; large numbers of C.A.R.E. parcels were sent to 
England after the floods in January 1953.

The organization is again operating in Korea which, next to 
Germany and Israel, is the country to which C.A.R.E. is at present 
devoting its greatest attention.

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British Trade Fair in Bagdad 


HE DECISION to hold a British Trade Fair in Bagdad from 

October 25 to November 8, 1954, has already been referred to in 
the Board of Trade Journal (October 17, 1953, page 772) and reference 
was made at the same time to the rapid economic development of 
Iraq and her neighbouring countries. At present capital goods and 
equipment are major requirements but the growing purchasing power 
of the population is creating an opportunity also for consumer goods. 


The Fair site of one million square feet is on British Embassy 
ground and only a short distance from the centre of the city. The 
Fair will be open each day, including Sundays, from 4.30 p.m. to 
10.30 p.m. ; the public are not admitted until 6.30 p.m. daily. 

Special arrangements are to be made to invite important govern- 
ment and trade buyers from the neighbouring States in the Middle 
East. 

The organizers report that the work of clearing and fencing the 
site is about to start and that arrangements for providing exhibitors 
with electricity at reasonable rates and for stand installations and 
fittings have been completed. Negotiations for the supply on hire 
of the light portable buildings necessary to give the “‘ sun cover” 
for the exhibits have been concluded and two important manufacturers 
of these light structures will share the total area between them. 


The exhibits are to be grouped in sections including : agricultural 
machinery, fertilizers, irrigation plant, builders’ and contractors’ 
plant, cycles and motor cycles, motor cars, commercial vehicles 
and motor accessories, electrical and general engineering, locomotives 
and railway materials, textile machinery, consumer goods, general and 
sales service (travel, transport, insurance, banking, etc.). A demonstra- 
tion area is to be provided for the showing of earth-moving equipment 
in operation. 

Official transport agents to the Fair have been appointed and can 
offer exhibitors service for export packing, documentation, customs 
clearance and transport, whether by air or sea. 


The charges for space have been fixed at 8s. 6d. per square foot 
for open sites and 15s. per square foot for covered sites. A covered 
site means one with a light portable structure carrying a sun roof, 
Under this cover exhibitors will be at liberty to erect their own stands 
and display structures and make their own lighting arrangements as 
they wish, subject to the overall approval of the organizers. 

It is understood that although the approach to industry has only 
just been made the response, both in the United Kingdom and in 
Iraq, is most encouraging.

Trade and Financial Arrangements 


Anglo-Italian Economic Talks 


HE Anglo-Italian Economic Committee held its 13th meeting 

from February 9 to 18. The United Kingdom Delegation was 
headed by Sir Harold Caccia, Deputy Under Secretary cf State, 
Foreign Office, and the Italian Delegation by Minister Plenipotentiary 
Angelo Corrias, Director General of the Economic Department of the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs. 

The Committee met in an atmosphere of cordiality and co-operation. 
The course of trade and payments between the two countries was 
reviewed and the prospects for the near future were examined within 
the framework of the multilateral policy followed by the two Govern- 
ments. 

The Italian representatives took note with satisfaction of the measures 
taken by the United Kingdom Government in the second half of 1953 
which brought the United Kingdom's liberalization of imports to 
about 80 per cent. The United Kingdom representatives undertook 
that when the United Kingdom’s general balance of payments allowed 
further progress in liberalization, the special position of Italy would be 
taken into account. ‘The Committee decided on a number of increases 
in reciprocal bilateral quotas. 

Satisfactory conclusions were also reached regarding the supply 
of certain essential materials. 

On the financial side the balance of payments between Italy and 
the Sterling Area was reviewed and agreement was reached on a number 


of questions. 
Sweden and U.S.S.R. 


HE MAJESTY’S Representative in Stockholm reports that a 

trade agreement between Sweden and the Soviet Union covering 
the calendar year 1954 has been concluded in Moscow. This agree- 
ment, which is in the form of a protocol and commodity lists based 
on the 1946 trade and payments agreement, was signed on February 2 
and it is calculated that the trade exchanges will amount in value to 
between Kr. 150-200 in each direction 

The new agreement, states the communique issued by the Swedish 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs, envisages a considerable increase in 
trade. Imports from the Soviet Union, for example, include a large 
quota for petroleum products. In addition to petroleum products, 
the agreement includes a number of traditional items including 
maize, oilcake, chrome ore, manganese ore, and quotas for toluol, 
paraffin, benzole, tobacco, apatite concentrates and anthracite. A 
bigger quota for silver is included in the agreement. There is also 
a small trial quota for cotton. 

Quotas have also been established for Swedish butter, staple 
fibre, herring, razor blades, paper and cardboard. In addition the 
new agreement provides for the delivery in 1954, 1955 and 1956 of 
20 fishing trawlers and five small refrigeration vessels. Other quotas 
include equipment for the saw milling and paper making industry, 
equipment for the foodstuffs industry, electrical equipment and 
equipment for hydro-electric power plants and iron and steel.

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Denmark and Indonesia 


HE® MAJESTY’S representative in Djakarta reports the signature 
on January 27, 1954, of a trade agreement between Denmark 
and Indonesia.

Danish exports to Indonesia are provided for up to an amount 
of 33,050,000 Danish krona, and Indonesian exports to Denmark 
up to an amount of 117,950,000 Danish krona. Commodities to be 
imported from Denmark include machinery, cement, pharmaceutical 
products, electrical equipment, milk, etc. In return Indonesia will 
supply copra, tobacco, coffee, pepper, rubber, tin, rattan, etc.

India and Czechoslovakia 


A TRADE agreement between India and Czechoslovakia was 
signed on November 17, 1953, at New Delhi, with a view to 
further promoting the trade between the two countries. 

The Government of the Czechoslovak Republic have undertaken 
to treat India for import and export of goods listed in the arrangement 
on the same basis as any other country with whom Czechoslovakia 
has entered into a bilateral trade agreement. 

The Government of India will treat Czechoslovakia as a country 
in the soft currency area as at present for the purpose of import and 
export licensing. 

The agreement which came into effect on November 17, 1953, 
remains in force till December 31, 1954, and may be extended by 
mutual agreement.

Australian Import Licensing 


Relaxations 


ELEGRAPHIC INFORMATION has been received from the 

United Kingdom Senior Trade Commissioner in Canberra giving 
brief details of the relaxations in Australian import restrictions 
announced on February 19. These relaxations will operate as from 
April 1, 1954. 


Category “B’”’ 

The scale of licensing of goods within Category B is to be increased 
from 50 per cent. to 60 per cent. by value of imports during the 
base year (Tuly 1950—June 1951). 


Category “A’”’ 

Category “‘ A” is to be deleted from the licensing schedule. The 
bulk of the goods at present classifiable under this category are to 
be transferred to ‘“‘ N.Q.R.” (no quota restrictions). Licences for 
these goods will be issued freely upon application provided importers 
can show that the goods are available for importation within one year. 
A minority of the goods at present classifiable under Category “‘ A ”’ 
are however transferred to “‘Adm.*”’ These goods will continue 
to be licensed on a basis of 90 per cent. (or in a few cases 100 per 
cent.) of base year imports. 

Administrative 

Certain goods at present subject to administrative 
(‘‘ Adm.”’) are to be transferred to ‘“‘ N.Q.R.”

Keyptian Customs Tariff Changes 


RELIMINARY notice of changes in the Egyptian customs 
tariff and also modifications regarding the import and export 
of certain goods was given in last week’s Board of Trade 


Journal (page 400). 


Imports 


Details of the imports benefiting from the modified restrictions 
are not yet available, apart from gold, but, as already stated in the 
notice referred to above, they consist of raw materials and machinery 
required for local industries. 


Exports 


Restrictions have been lifted on the export of preserved foodstuffs, 
superphosphate fertilizers, oxygen and acetylene, paints, paint oils, 
sisal cord, aerated beverages, silverware, osiers and wicker-baskets, 
locally produced semi-precious stones, brushwood, carbon: dioxide, 
hydrochloric acid, aluminium scrap from aeroplanes, sponges. 


Tariff Changes 


Four Decrees were published and became effective on February 12. 
The first relates to cars, buses, spare parts, tyres and tubes and its 
effect is shown in Table I. The second and third decrees effect 
changes in the law regarding the import and re-exportation of gold 
in a worked form, which is now permitted subject to Exchange 
Control requirements. The revised Customs duties are shown in 
Table II. 


The fourth Decree affects a wide range of consumer goods and 
details are given in Table III.

Import of Second-Hand Machinery 


into Egypt 


A NEW law was published in Egypt on January 10 in the Arabic 

version of the Journal Officiel, stipulating that second-hand or 
obsolete machinery or machine tools may not be imported without 
a special permit from the Industrial Department of the Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry. Detailed regulations for the implementation 
of this law are to be published later and will be effective from three 
months after the date of publication. 

This legislation has been under consideration for some time and 
is intended to control the import of second-hand and re-conditioned 
machinery (particularly textile machinery). A considerable amount 
of this has been imported into Egypt during the years following the 
last war and some of it is already obsolete.

HE® MAJESTY’S Ambassador in Bogota reports (by cable) 
the issue of Colombian Decree No. 513 of February 19, 1954, 
which lays down new import regulations. 


The position remains unchanged for articles which were previously 
permitted but the List of Prohibited Imports is abolished. Articles 
previously prohibited or which could be imported when covered by 
“* Export Certificates,” may now be imported from countries having 
balanced trade, or Trade Agreements with Colombia (this includes 
the United Kingdom). Registration of all such imports requires 
the use of export certificates or payment of an additional 40 per 
cent. tax. The Office of Exchange Control will fix minimum import 
prices for certain articles. Pending this, the importation of tyres, 
certain textiles and aluminium cooking utensils remains prohibited.

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Indian Customs Tariff Modifications 


THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has 
forwarded various Notifications which modify India’s import 
and export duties as follows :— 


Import Duty 


Silk and Silk Manufactures.—Notification No. 36 (4)-TB/53 of 
December 31, 1953, directs that with effect from January 1, 1954, the duty 
to be levied on articles falling under Tariff Item Nos. 46, 46 (1), 47, 47 (1) 
and 48, shall be that leviable on December 31, 1953. 

Machinery.—Under Notification No. 45—Customs dated October 23, 
1948—as subsequently amended—articles specified under Tariff Item 
No. 72, except belting and power and distribution transformers up to 
2,500 kVA and 37:5 kV. on the H.T. side (primary voltage being over 250). 
excluding furnace, rectifier and flame proof transformers, are exempt 
from so much of the duty as is in excess of 5} per cent. ad valorem. 

Under S.R.O. 2374 dated December 26, 1953, the wording has been 
amended. Only “ belting” under this item is exempt from the lower rate 
of duty. (Power and distribution transformers up to 2,500 kVA. and 37:5 
kV. on the H.T. side are separately classified under Tariff Item 72 (39)—see 
Board of Trade Journal of January 30, 1954.) 

Transformer Oil.—Under S.R.O. 2376 of December 26, 1953, Notifica- 
tion No. 11 (1)-TB/51 of May 30, 1953 (see Board of Trade Journal of 
June 27, 1953) raising the import duty on certain types of transformer 
oil, is cancelled. 

Graphite Electrodes are, under Notification No. 45—Customs of 
October 23, 1948, exempt from the payment of customs duty. Under 
S.R.O. 11 of January 2, 1954, nipples for graphite electrodes are also 
exempt from the payment of customs duty leviable thereon. 

Iron or Steel Hoops.—S.R.O. 373 of February 1, 1954, states that 
the Government of India has appointed February 4 1954, as the day on 
which the protective duties leviable under Tariff Item No. 63 (34)—Jute 
and cotton baling hoops—should become operative. The rates of duty 
for Tariff Item No. 63 (34) are :— 

British manufactures : 314 per cent. ad valorem. 
Non-British manufactures : 42 per cent. ad valorem. 

Note: Goods falling under Tariff Item No. 63 (34) have previously 
been liable to duty under Tariff Item No. 63 (14). (See note to notice 
in Board of Trade Journal of January 30, 1954.)

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British Pavilion at St Erik’s Fair 
in Stockholm 


HE St. Erik’s Fair will be held this year from August 28 to Septem- 

ber 12. First started in 1943, the Fair has now become the foremost 
in Scandinavia. Last year it occupied an area of 120,000 square 
metres and attracted 387,831 visitors, a large proportion of whom were 
trade buyers from Sweden and neighbouring countries.
